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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Independent claims 63 and 80 comprise the 
limitation that the data packets having the same sequence number are sent in an order that is independent of an order in which the data 
packets were created. The cited prior art of record, Erekson et al fulfills this limitation according to the language of the claim. Erekson et 
at teach that data packets transmitted in a first transmission and respective data packets subsequently retransmitted will have the same 
sequence number, so a packet not successfully received and a respective retransmitted packet will have the same sequence number; 
which indicates that the respective retransmitted packet will be sent in an order independent of their created order (col. 3 lines 19-24, 
col. 9 lines 20-27, col. 11 lines 3-27 and 43-47, col. 13 lines 1-60). Therefore Applicant's arguments are non-persuasive. 
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
